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MARKET  REVIEW 


Deliveries  for  U.  S.  consumption  during  the  first  20  days  of  January 
1962  totaled  379  » 000  tons,  about  the  same  high  rate  that  occur  red  during 
the  corresponding  period  of  1961 .  Refined  price  increases  during  the 
month  sustained  the  volume  of  deliveries  even  though  users'  inventories 
were  apparently  at  a  high  level  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Calendar  year  1961  deliveries  of  9,594,000  tons  included  only  44,000 
tons  of  constructive  deliveries  so  that  physical  deliveries  were  9  ,  550  ,  000 
tons.  If  sugar  consumption  was  at  the  per  capita  rate  of  recent  years, 
total  sugar  consumption  would  have  been  approximately  9  ,  47  5,  000  tons, 
indicating  invisible  stocks  of  users  and  wholesalers  about  75,000  tons 
larger  than  at  the  end  of  I960.  The  constructive  deliveries,  in  effect, 
represent  a  further  increase  in  stocks  of  that  group. 

The  wholesale  price  of  refined  sugar  advanced  effective  January  2 ,  1962 
in  several  of  the  marketing  territories.  In  the  Northeast  the  advance  of 
0.20  cent  to  9.50  cents  per  pound  in  100  pound  bags  was  not  effective 
until  January  22  in  the  New  York  metropolitan  area.  On  January  2  the 
quoted  prices  in  the  Chicago-West  territory  advanced  0.  10  cent  for  both 
beet  and  cane  sugar  to  8.  80  and  9.00  cents  per  pound.  The  direct  deliv- 
ered price  in  the  Chicago  switching  district  was  quoted  at  9.20  cents 
for  beet  sugar  and  9.40  cents  for  cane  sugar.  Eastern  beet  sugar  also 
advanced  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  8.95  cents  per  pound,  up  0 . 40 
cent  from  the  previous  quotation. 

In  the  Southeast  the  cane  sugar  quotations  increased  0.  10  cent  per  pound 
on  January  15  to  9.10  cents  per  pound.  Pacific  Coast  quotations  con- 
tinued at  8.80  cents  for  both  beet  and  cane  sugar  in  California,  Arizona 
and  New  Mexico  with  cane  sugar  quoted  at  8.80  cents  in  Oregon  and 
Washington  but  8.90  cents  in  the  other  states  in  the  Northwest  and  Inter - 
mountain  regions.  Beet  sugar  is  quoted  at  8.80  cents  in  the  entire  ter- 
ritory. An  increase  of  0.10  cent  has  been  announced  to  be  effective 
January  2'9  in  all  sections  of  the  Pacific  Coast  territory  for  both  beet  and 
cane  sugar.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Gulf  territory  quotation  of 
9.00  cents  per  pound. 
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The  duty  paid  spot  price  for  raw  cane  sugar  at  New  York  averaged  6.46 
cents  per  pound  for  the  period  January  1-24,  1962  or  0.05  cent  higher 
than  during  the  same  period  last  year.  The  wholesale  price  of  refined 
cane  sugar  at  New  York  during  the.  same  time  averaged  9*34  cents  in 
1962  or  0.11  cent  less  than  in  196  1 . 

After  holding  at  a  plateau  of  2.43  to  2.45  cents  from  late  December, 
spot  prices  for  world  raw  sugar  as  quoted  by  the  New  York  Coffee  and 
Sugar  Exchange  for  the  No .  8  contract  declined  4;0  points  between  Janu- 
ary 10  to  January  29 ,  to  2.0  5  cents.  The  latter  quotation  also  applied 
to  the  No.  9  contract.  The  sugar  trade  credits  this  decline,  in  a  large 
part,  to  resale  of  Cuban  sugar  by  Eastern  European  countries.  It  should 
be  noted,  however,  that  there  have  been  reports  for  several  months  of 
sales  of  European  beet  sugar  at  prices  materially -below  thos  e  quoted  by 
the  New  York  market  for  raw  cane  sugar.  The  level-  of  the  world  spot 
market  has  been  uncertain  since  last  summer.  March  futures  have  been 
quoted  consistently  about  ten  points  lower  than  spot  quotations. 

The  1961  crops  in  the  major  domestic  areas  reflect  widely  varying  de- 
partures from  early  expectation.  In  Louisiana,  the  1961  crop  produc- 
tion totaled  about  645,000  tons,  raw  value,  176,000  tons  more  than  last 
year's  production  and  154,000  tons  above  any  previous  crop  year  pro- 
duction. The  output  of  both  cane  and  sugar  were  about  13  percent  above 
earlier  estimates.  The  production  of  sugar  per  acre  harvested  for  sugar 
from  the  1961  Louisiana  crop  was  about  2.35  tons  raw  value.  The  pre- 
vious high  was  2.11  tons  in  1956  and  the  average  for  the  last  3  years 
was  1.87.  Calendar  year  production  from  the  mainland  cane  crop  was 
about  800,000  tons  and  calendar  year  marketings  are  estimated  to  have 
been  750,  000  tons  . 

In  contrast  to  mainland  cane  results,  domestic  beet  sugar  production 
from  1961  crop  beets  will  be  smaller  than  the  I960  crop  production  of 
2,474,000  tons,  down  more  than  10  percent  from  estimates  prevailing 
until  processing  was  well  advanced.  Weather  conditions  at  the  end  of 
1961  apparently  had  an  adverse  effect  on  both  yield  and  sucrose  content 
of  sugar  beets.  Beet  sugar  production  is  now  estimated  at  2.25  tons, 
raw  value,  per  acre  for  the  1961  crop  as  compared  to  2.  58  tons  for  each 
o"  the  previous  two  crops.  Outturns  for  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  were 
previously  reported.  Hawaiian  1961  sugar  production  of  1,092,000  short 
tons,  raw  value,  was  within  about  50,000  tons  of  their  previous  record 
in  1955.  The  production  of  1 ,  1 10  ,  000  tons  in  Puerto  Rico  reflected  alow 
average  sugar  recovery  from  a  high  yield  of  cane  per  acre.  The  1961 
yield  of  cane  per  acre  was  exceeded  only  once  since  1942.  Sugar  pro- 
duction was  still  about  20  percent  below  the  1952  record. 
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BEET  SUGAR  INVENTORIES 
AND  MARKETING  PATTERNS 


Beet  sugar  marketings  in  1961  of  more  than  2,600,000  short  tons,  raw 
value,  were  20  percent  larger  than  in  the  preceding  year  and  about  16 
percent  larger  than  the  previous  high  in  1958  and  1959.  Despite  a  con- 
siderable increase  in  acreage,  the  outturn  from  the  1961  crop  probably 
will  be  a  bit  smaller  than  from  the  I960  crop.  Thus,  the  "effective  in- 
ventory" at  the  beginning  of  1962  (the  sugar  available  from  processing 
beets  planted  in  the  preceding  year)  is  estimated  at  about  1,850,000 
tons,  lower  than  a  year  earlier  by  about  155,000  tons.  The  effective 
inventory  is  a  decisive  factor  in  calendar  year  beet  sugar  marketing 
ability  and  influences  the  orderliness  with  which  various  levels  of  calen- 
dar year  marketings  may  be  accomplished.  Deliveries  of  sugar  for  con- 
sumption in  the  continental  United  States,  beet  and  cane  combined,  in 
the  first  three  quarters  of  the  year  amount  to  well  over  7  5  percent  of 
total  annual  deliveries.  For  beet  sugar,  alone,  about  three-fourths  of 
production  occurs  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year,  hence  the  impor- 
tance of  the  carryover  into  the  succeeding  year. 

In  1953  the  domestic  beet  area  marketed  1 ,  749 ,  000  tons  of  sugar.  The 
1954  and  1955  marketings  were  limited  by  the  1,800,000  tons  '.'fixed" 
basic  quota  for  the  beet  area  which  prevailed  from  1948  through  1955 
rather  than  by  available  supplies.  In  subsequent  years  beet  sugar  mar- 
ketings increased.  In  this  period  basic  quotas  were  increasing  and  addi- 
tional beet  sugar  marketings  were  possible  because  of  reduced  pro- 
duction in  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico.  In  eight  of  the  nine  years,  1953-61, 
marketings  of  beet  sugar  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  have  varied  only 
from  488,000  to  641,000  tons.  In  1955,  effective  inventory  was  equal  to 
more  than  90  percent  of  the  1,800,000  ton  quota  and  fourth  quarter  mar- 
ketings were  only  312,000  tons.  Much  of  the  150,000  ton  variation  in 
fourth  quarter  marketings  in  the  other  8  years  was  due  to  so-called 
"constructive  deliveries  .  "  In  the  same  9  years  beet  sugar  marketings 
during  the  first  three  quarters  of  the  year  varied  from  slightly  over 
1,200,000  tons  to  almost  2,000,000  tons.  Stocks  of  beet  sugar  on  Octo- 
ber 1  actually  were  a  bit  smaller  in  1961,  the  year  of  largest  January- 
September  deliveries  than  in  1953  the  year  when  such  deliveries  were 
smallest.    In  the  three  most  recent  years  and  indeed  most  years  since 
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1948,  old  crop  sugar  has  been  almost  completely  sold  out  by  the  end  of 
September.  These  facts  alone  make  clear  the  decisive  role  of  January 
1  inventories  of  beet  sugar,  both  physical  and  effective,  in  determining 
the  industry's  marketing  capability.  The  provision  for  and  management 
of  the  inventory  involves  difficult  problems  for  the  proces  sors  and  grow- 
ers and  for  b©th  the  Legislative  and  Executive  Branches  of  the  Govern- 
ment, as  well,  Decisions  regarding  acreage  to  be  planted  occur  almost 
two  years  before  the  final  sales  of  sugar  produced  from  it. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  call  attention  to  the  problem  and  to  pro- 
vide data  organized  to  facilitate  independent  analysis.  Table  1  presents 
selected  data  for  1935  through  1961  on  beet  sugar  inventories,  market- 
ings and  production  in  short  tons,  raw  value,  and  Table  2  shows  the 
most  pertinent  inventory  and  marketing  series  in  relative  terms.  The 
series  fall  naturally  into  four  groupings  indicated  in  the  tables:  prewar; 
wartime  when  quotas  were  suspended;  the  earlier  years  under  the  Sugar 
Act  of  1948  when  the  basic  quota  for  the  Domestic  Beet  Sugar  Area  was 
fixed  at  1,800,000  tons,  and  the  years  since  1956  during  which  the  beet 
area  quotas  were  increasing  under  the  amended  Act  and  large  additions 
to  the  quotas  occurred  because  of  production  set-backs  in  Hawaii  and 
Puerto  Rico  and  the  Cuban  situation. 

In  the  first  four  of  the  years  for  which  beet  quotas  exceeded  1,800,000 
tons,  (1956-59)  a  decided  "spurt"  in  beet  sugar  marketings  occurred  in 
the  final  three  months  of  the  year  to  obtain  a  substantially  larger  share 
of  the  market  than  was  possible  during  the  first  three  quarters  when  old- 
crop  inventories  were  a  limiting  factor.  In  I960  the  percentage  of  total 
sugar  marketings  supplied  by  beet  sugar  was  only  slightly  larger  in  the 
last  quarter  than  in  the  first  three  quarters.  In  1961  the  last  quarter 
percentage,  under  marketing  restrictions ,  was  the  smaller  by  about  one 
percentage  point.  In  1948  through  1952  with  no  individual  processor 
allotments  in  effect  or  in  immediate  prospect  the  last  quarter  percent- 
ages were  within  about  2  percentage  points  of  those  for  the  first  3  quar- 
ters. In  those  years  the  share  of  the  market  in  the  fourth  quarter  and 
the  succeeding  three  quarters  tended  to  be  constant.  Other  things  being 
erual  it  would  seem  that  fairly  constant  shares  of  the  market  for  beet 
sugar  would  represent  the  most  orderly  marketing  situation.

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ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1962  SUGAR  SUPPLIES-- 
Continuation  of  Sequence  following  Sugar  Act 
Amendment  of  March  31,  1961 


The  amendment  to  the  Sugar  Act  of  March  31,1961  and  the  Proclama- 
tions of  the  President  and  actions  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  re- 
lating to  sugar  supplies  subsequent  thereto  have  been  reproduced  in 
various  issues  of  Sugar  Reports.  Actions  pertinent  to  supplies  for  1962 
appear  in  Sugar  Reports  113  and  116,  (September  and  December  1961). 
The  final  actions  for  1961  and  reference  to  earlier  actions  appear  in 
Sugar  Reports  114. 

Since  then  one  such  action  has  been  taken,  details  of  which  are  shown 
below: 

A.  Non-quota  Purchase  of  Dominican  Republic  Sugar  Authorized: 
(January  9,  1962)  

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  today  announced  authorization  for  purchase  and 
importation  from  the  Dominican  Republic  of  315,987  short  tons,  raw 
value,  of  non-quota  purchase  sugar  during  the  first  six  months  of  1962. 

This  action,  taken  in  view  of  the  resumption  of  diplomatic  relations 
between  the  United  States  and  the  Dominican  Republic,  authorizes  pur- 
chase of  the  quantity  of  non-quota  sugar  which  was  previously  withheld 
from  the  Dominican  Republic  (press  release  USDA4076-61,  issued  Dec. 
8). 

This  additional  quantity  brings  the  total  of  non-quota  sugar  authorized 
for  purchase  to  1 ,  185,  000  tons  .  Together  with  quotas  totalling  3 ,  17  5,  378 
short  tons  (press  release  USDA-4075-6 1)  the  total  quantity  of  sugar 
authorized  for  marketing  and  importation  within  quotas  and  authorized 
non-quota  purchases  for  the  first  six  months  of  1962  is  4,360,378  tons. 

The  quotas  and  non-quota  purchase  sugar  allocations  for  the  six  months 
ending  June  30,  1962  are  shown  in  table  on  page  9.

December  26,  1962  sugar  requirements  for  local  consumption  of 

1961  50,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  for  Hawaii  and  130,000 

tons  for  Puerto  Rico.  Local  consumption  quotas  of 
one-half  of  these  amounts  ,  respectively,  were  estab- 
lished for  the  six-month  period  ending  June  30,  1962. 

This  action  makes  effective,  without  change,  as  of 
January  1,  1962,  the  requirements  and  quotas  set 
forth  in  a  Notice  of  Proposed  Rule  Making  issued  on 
December  6,  1961.  (See  December  29,  1961  Federal 
Register) . 

December  26,  Allotment  to  processors  of  the  direct-consumption 

1961  portion  of  the  mainland  sugar  quota  for  Puerto  Rico 

for  the  six-month  period  ending  June  30,  1962. 

These  allotments  limit  the  quantity  of  Puerto  Rican 
direct-consumption  sugar  that  may  be  brought  into 
the  continental  United  States  by  each  proces  sor .  (See 
December  29,  1961  Federal  Register). 

December  26,  Interim  marketing  allotments  of  80  percent  of  the 

1961  quota  for  the  Domestic  Beet  Sugar  Area  for  the  six- 

month  period  ending  June  30,  1962. 

These  allotments  are  effective  for  the  period  begin- 
ning January  1  to  the  date  that  allotments  are  estab- 
lished for  the  entire  quota  for  the  six-month  period 
ending  June  30,  1962.  (See  December  29,  1961  Fed- 
eral Register) . 

December  28,  Announcement  that  there  will  be  no  Government  acre- 

1961  age  restrictions  on  the  1962  crop  of  sugar  beets.

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Date  announced  Nature  of  action 

December  28,  Acreages  of  the  1961  crop  of  sugar  beets  (estimated 

1961  (cont'd)  at  1,  120,000  planted  acres)  were  also  unrestricted. 

However,  acreages  of  the  preceding  six  crops  were 
restricted.  (See  January  4,  1962  Federal  Register). 

January  24,  Announced   an  informal  meeting  to  be  held  in  The 

1962  Claiborne   Room,        Sheraton-Charles    Hotel,  New 

Orleans,  La.,  on  Feb.  6,  with  representatives  of 
Florida  and  Louisiana  sugarcane  producers  to  discuss 
problems  relating  to  the  1963  sugarcane  acreage  pro- 
gram. Interested  producers  are  invited  to  attend. 

Recent  estimates  of  high  production  from  the  1961 
crop  and  reports  of  greatly  increased  acreages  for 
the  1962  crop  in  Florida,  indicate  that  early  consid- 
eration to  the  development  of  a  restrictive  program 
is  essential. 


In  addition  to  this  preliminary  meeting  it  is  planned 
to  hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  1963  acreage  pro- 
gram during  the  latter  part  of  March  or  in  early 
April.  Details  of  the  public  hearing  will  be  announced 
later . 
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STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 
HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  December  1961  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption, 
733,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  about  72,000  tons 
from  November  1961  but  up  15,000  tons  from  December  I960.  Calendar 
year  1961  deliveries  9,594,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  up 
333,000,  or  3.6  percent  from  same  I960  period.  Final  data  for  Novem- 
ber 1961  deliveries,  80  5,000  previously  published  preliminary  as 
804,000  tons. 


2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  December  31,  1 96 1  were  2,146,000 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  180,000  tons  from  a  year 
earlier,  but  irp  438 ,  000  tons  from  end  November  1961.  During  December 
beet  processors  1  stocks  increased  by  about  280  ,  000  tons  ,  refiners  1  stocks 
by  about  128,000  tons,  mainland  sugarcane  processors'  stocks  by  about 
18,000  tons  and  importers  of  direct-consumption  sugar  stocks  by  about 
12,000  tons. 


3.  Charges  to  quotas  during  calendar  year  196 1  were  6,725,930  short 
tons,  raw  value;  in  addition,  2,  97  5,  226  tons  of  non-quota  purchase  sugar 
were  authorized  for  entry  for  a  total  of  the  two  of  9,701,  156  tons. 


4.  Regionally,  January-November  sugar  deliveries  this  year,  as  com- 
pared with  last  year,  were  u£  6 .  9  percent  each  to  the  Western  and  the 
North  Central  regions,  2.6  percent  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  region,  and 
0 . 4  to  the  Southern  region.  Deliveries  were  down  0  .  3  percent  to  the  New 
England  region.
